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Government propagesda has recently publicized the legalization of lard 
tranefera made te settlers in the proviness ceded from Zastern Germany. & 
Sloee analyeis indicates that the Communint regine is not interested in tha 
creation of a atrong and solf-guataining peasant Class. On the contrary, ihe 
agrarian policy is designed to keep the rilleges impeveri¢hed and dependent 
upon Government assistance. Private iand ownership is limited to eynbolic 
holdings for propaganda reasons. Thus the regine can retain more effeutive 
POLitiesr] centro, of the peagent clase. 


In torritery ceded fron Bastern Germany the Polish state hes tekea abous 
2 million hectares of arable land which haa been disposed of as follows: 


1,100,000 Ha. = Retetned under direct etate ownership. 


200,000 Ha. = franeferred to the Red Aray, Polish £ray, educational 
inetitutions, and industrial conceris guch as coal 
mines and ateel mills. 


100,000 Ha. = Pareceled out 60 new settlers,

land) have been reported in the preego Thies policy is inconsistent vith any 
Yational economy and contradicte the Government's prewar plans and the progran 
of the Polieh wundergrewd, which set a peagant’s farm at 8.15 heeteres as a 
self-sustaining minimua. fhe 6.18 hectare minimum was aleo prescrived in the 
agrarian reconstruction progras annomced by the Gouncil for Bations) Unity on 
15 March 1944, . 


fhe arable land retained by the state ie under the buresusratic control ef the 


"Administration of State-Ouned Lands." This administration employe sbout 100,000 


pessente as egrarian workers. The effact of this organisation is to create a 
new proletarian class in place of ths independent farm holders calleé. for in 
the criginal prograns. 
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The current syatem results in inefficient exploitation of land. The production 
from land under state or military and inatitutional control is much lower than 
that from land worked by individual settlers. Official statistics indicate 
that crops from state-administered lends last year were only 40% of nornal 
production. While the newly-formed peasant farme, though they had no technical 
assistance at their disposal, achieved an output equal to 65% of normel 
production. 
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
